Fall is the ideal time to plant Roses. The plants are ripened off carefully and 
are freshly dug. You, as a garden lover, receive your plants full of vitality. Re- 
member, all our stock is grown here in Mentor, where we can supervise digging 
and handling. Roses planted in the fall will give you better blooms, and a greater 
number of them next spring, because they make new roots in late fall and start 
growing earlier the next year.
